IT WAS NIP AND TUCK 


Highlands, N. J., Sept. 28.—A dead 


-calm prevailed when the yachtsmen 
began bestirring 
themselves 
this 


morning. 
At eight o'clock, however, 


the wind sprang- up and soon 
a 
six knot breeze was blowing. 


.The racers went out to the starting 


point soon after nine. 
At. that time 


the wind had not Increased and the 
fear tnat the race would be another 
fluke grew. ' 


Betting on the race was very light, 


Thursday's race.-having scared Sham- 
rock's supporters. 
Columbia 
was 


A decided favorite at ten to four. 
As soon as the yatchs reached the 


starting point a pretty fight for. po- 
sition began. 
Bach skipper maneu- 


vered for all he was worth for a weath- 
er position and just before the starting 
gun was fired the 'Shamrock wrested 
the windward position from Columbia. 


. Columbia .Off Quicker 


The Columbia was off with a dash 


as soon as the gun was flred and 
crossed the line about eight seconds 
. In advance of the challenger. 
The 


•wind freshened up a bit and the boats 
moved through the water with con- 
siderable • speed, the. Columbia out- 
pointing the Shamrock, but the latter 
was footing better. 


They made' fast time to the outer 
mark. ' .At eleven twenty-three the 
boats were sailing a nip and tuck race, 
the Shamrock going like a race horse 
and pulled up on the Columbia. 
At 


-eleven thirty-seven theShamrock ap- 
peared to have a very slight advan- 
tage. 


Some Hard Fighting 


In no .International race -has there 


been such fighting as marked the first 
hour's sail. The Columbia twice tried 
to cross tne challenger's bow, but she 
failed each time. 
It was a perfect 


Shamrock day and If. she does not 
•win today's race her chances of lift- 
ing the cup are small. ' . ' • • • 


At twelve one . the Columbia . was 


five lengths ahead, but a few minute* 
later tae Shamrock; put on a sudden 
burst of speed. 
She could not catch 


the Columbia, however, the American 
"boat being two minutes ahead 
at 


twelve twenty. 
• 


At twelve fifty there was no appar- 


ent change in the positions of the 
boats. 


Race Wai a Heart Breaker 


The Shamrock was ths first to turn 


the outer mark. 
The Columbia fol- 


lowing about thirty seconds later. 


The run home is dead before the 


•wind and both boats are making fast 
time. 
The Shamrock still leads by 
several seconds but may lose the race 
on the time allowance. 
The breeze 


-was holding true at about seven knots. 
The race was a heartbreaker and 
'tis now but a question of only a few 
seconds to determine tne winner.

caught up with the Shamrock ai:-J the;' 
are now running on even torn;.?. 


At 3 p. m.—Columbia vins^ 
Shamrock. 
crossed the line first. 


•Columbia about six seconds 
after, 


thereby winning on the time allow- 
ance. 


Want a Good Breeze 


New York, Sept. 28.—The first race 


of the America's cup series, which, 
after a disappointing day of flucky 
airs, was abandoned In a dead calm 
Thursday, will be re-sailed today ever 
a course off the Sandy Hook light- 
ship. 
A beat to windward or a run 


to leeward and return will be sailed, 
the course depending upon the direc- 
tion of the -wind at the time the two 
yachts arrive at Ihe lightship. 
Ac- 


cording to agreemnt the first, third 
and fifth races are to be sailed fifteen 
miles to windward or to leeward and 
return, the second and-the fourth 
races to be run over a course repres- 
ented by an equilateral trangle meas- 
uring ten nautical miles to the leg 


"All I desire Is n snapping breeze 
today." said E. D. Morgan, managing 
owner of the Columbia, on board the 
Park City, the Columbia's 
tender. 
"Don't Interpret this to mean that In 
n. strong wind the Columbia can win, 
for. as to that, only the test can tell, 
but I want a race, a good, clean bona 
fide contest, where the mettle of both 
the marine steeds will be tested. 


"Thursday's trial was not only 'no 
rac?,' but it was no contest. 
Because 


the American boat was in the lead 
when we had flukes In the wind Is no 
reason whv we should-dpclare that 
the Columbia has 
. outclassed the 


Shamrock.

San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 28.—Thir- 


teen men were drowned In 
Preside 


county on Wednesday, news of the 
disaster only reaching here today. 


The men were prospecting for cin- 


nabar along the banks of 
Alamlto 


creek, which has been nothing but a 
dry ravine, for.fifteen months. 
The 


prospectors were camped at two dif- 
ferent places, one mile apart, on the 
creek bottom. 
They went to their 


shake downs at eight o'clock in the 
evening. 
There was a.good rain In 


the evening but It raised no. appre- 
hension. 


Fifteen miles north, however, there 


was a water spout or cloud burst, and 
the water rushed down the dry bed of 
the creek had caught he prospectors 
asleep. 
They. had ' no warning and 


every man. thirteen In number, was 
drowned. 
Only six bodies had been 


recovered at last accounts. 
It Is 


feared 
the ether seven' would never 


be found. 


The rush of water down the stream 


Is described by prospectors who were 
camped on the high 
ground as the 


most errlflc they ever witnessed. Cot- 
towood trees were torn up by their 
roots and sent whirling down the 
wild waters, and 'the carcasses 
of 


cattle and sheep- could be counted by 
the hundreds.in the moonlight as they 
floated towards .the 'Rio- Grande.

There are five cells for condemned

tempt on Czolgosz's part to commit 
suicide.. Two guards have been add- 
ed, and one wll Iconstantly sit 
In 


front of Czolgosz's cell and will have 
a key so that any attempt at self-de- 
struction may be frustrated. 


Story of Accomplice 


.Today Czolgosz reiterated his for- 


mer statement that he had no accom- 
plices and declared ,that he never had 
heard of a man under arrest 'In St. 
Louis, who claimed to have tied the 
handkerchief over his hand, conceal- 
ing the pistol with which the president 
was shot. 
He said that the handker- 


clef was not tied. 
He went behind 


the Temple of Music, arranged the 
handkerchief to hide the weapon, and 
then took his place In the crowd. By 
Jailer Mitchell he sent this 'message 
to Is father: 
"Tell him I am sorry 


I left such a bad name for him."

a stable and climbed to n throne. Mu- 
rat was n man of princely mold, what 
may'well bo called n "born prince." 
He was more princely, lu fact, than 
the real thing, for those who come to It 
by divine right nrc apt to be narrow, 
haughty and weazen goulcd tin well 
as weazen bodied. The whilom hostler 
of Bastille looked every Inch a kins 
and nctcd tip to his appearance. 


It reads well In print for a writer to 


say that Ills hero "struck terror to the 
foe." It seems tlmt Murat struck death 
and all that to the poor fellows on the 
other slde(> but he also struck them 
•with admiration, so princely was his 
bearing. If they must be thrashed, It 
•was n compensation to have It done by 
a focinan of knightly blade. As prls 
oners nnd under n truce the Cossacks 
would .rave over Murat's noble looks 
and splendid horsemanship. lie was a 
sensation to them, a sort of supcrhii 
man creature. In battle he would se- 
lect the llnest of them for antagonists 
and If possible take them prisoners, 
then shower them with valuable pros 
ents. On one campaign he exhausted 
his own puwe and the wealth of his 
friends, even parting- with his watch 
and borrowing others from comrndes 
to give mementos of the occasion la 
the wild horsemen be had vanquished 
•with the sward and with princely kind- 
liness. 


The time was ripe for n Murat as 


•well as for a Nnpoleon In the days fol- 
lowing the revolution. Tho leveling up 
process was a failure on the whole. But 
the people were tired of the old order 
of selflsh princes who were all for self 
or for fellows to the manner born. A 
cry went up from the downtrodden 
masses for a division of the good 
things "wrung from the hard hands of 
peasants" for the enjoyment of the few 
having Inherited privileges. Murat had 
sprung from the soil, but with the nn- 
clent Ideas of chivalry. He was fond of 
display of all kinds and made his vani- 
ty a virtue. When IIP got his first sword 
by valor In battle, he engraved upon It 
the motto, "Donor and the Ladles." In 
a practical age he would be set down 
as a dreamer and a poser. Hut he acted 
out his dreams. He was what ho posed 
for. n man of lion heart who fought for 
prizes to give n way. 


Murat's father was n lowly Innkeep- 


er. The boy was given n college educa- 
tion nnd destined for the priesthood. 
Be ran awny and had numerous adven- 
tures, serving In the army of the king 
and against the king. When stranded. 
be returned as a prodigal con. and the 
father. Instead of killing the fatted 
calf, set him to work cleaning horses 
for the nobility who patronized his 
bumble courts. It wasn't dllllcnlt for a 
clever young fellow to outstrip the kind 
of noble masters be htul. They hus- 
banded . their Inheritances, for they 
knew thnt.oncu lost they hadn't the 
stuff In them to recover, to create, to 
win, new glories and fortunes. A pret- 
ty cheap lot of nobles—nobles In name 
and In divine right only—were pushed 
from their stools by the dashing. dnr: 
Ing spirits who rallied around the Cor- 
sica n king smasher. 


It was nn act of romantic devotion 


which won for Murat a crown nnd the 
lady of his choice. He stood by Napo- 
leon In the coup d'etat which changed 
blm from an adventurer Into n mon- 
arch. For tlmt Bonaparte gave him 
kingship of the two Sicilies and the 
band of bis sister Caroline*. Every inch 
a king, he was also n man to charm the 
eyes of woman. He loved Caroline to 
the hour of his death—loved and cher- 
ished her long after he had ceased to 
believe In the Imperial destiny of her 
brother. 


But It was not for his services as a 


courtier that Napoleon took Murnt to 
bis bosom. He had fought beside him 
in Italy and In Egypt under the shad- 
ow of the pyramids. Napoleon gave 
marshal's batons to men who had worn 
knapsacks, and he was not one.to hand 
over n throne nnd one of the rosebuds 
of his family to a rporo schemer at 
court, n creature of transient useful- 
ness. Mnrnt "talked hack" to the em- 
peror. He told him to his face not to 
fight nt Smolensk and to keep nwny 
from Moscow. A tongue FO hold would 
not have been brooked In a person less 
than his "right arm" In buttle. 


An Iron heart and an Iron will do not I 


necessarily go with battle courage, j 
Murnt was n man of sentiment nnd I 
emotion. So was Napoleon If one can j 
believe same of Ills biographers. One I 
day Murat felt that Napoleon did not 
appreciate him nnd made up his mind 
to die. Sending his staff and guards 
away, lie rotle straight upon a ilusslan 
battery which was tiring steadily Into ' 
the I-'ri'iifh lines. Finally turning his 
tyi'M around, he found that fiencml 
Itelllntd of hhi staff had remained by j 
his nidi... "How Is this?" said Mnrat. 
"Have I not directed you nil to retire?" 
"But, sir," protesied llclllard. "every 
wan Is master of bis own life. As my 


general Is determined to dispose of his 
own I must be allowed to fall wltl 
him." Murat's temper was dlsarmei 
by this appeal of devotion, and he turn 
cd back out of danger. 


In stature Mural was tall and stnte/y 


with the tread of n monarch. With a 
face of the soft oriental type, he never 
th el ess had an eagle eye. He always 
chose,the flcrcest chargor for his horse 
and rode so well as to attract admlra 
tlon on all sides. Ills costume was ever 
gorgeous and everything about bin 
most Imposing. Made of the richest 
material, his uniform glittered wltl 
gold and was sot off in rod or purple. A 
diamond studded sword hung at his 
•Ido, suspended from n golden girdle 
In the Held Murat wore a chapea: 
magnificently decorated with a white, 
plume of ostrich feathers and another 
of heron wing. His Imlr was Jet black 
and worn very long. In cold weather 
Murat covered his gorgeous trappings 
with an equally gorgeous green velvet 
pelisse set off with rich sables. Mount 
«?d upon a horse whose caparison was 
modeled after the Turks, Murat would 
have been n freak In the camps of the 
republican armies had It not 'been for 
his noble bearing and his valor.' The 
man was majesty Itself, nnd the splen- 
dor seemed to belong to him. 


In the western army of the civil war 


there was but one leader who couk 
appear before the troops In the gaudy 
uniform of a major general and not be 
ridiculed to his face. That was General 
C. .7. Smith. He looked the part, nnd 
the huge feathers an'd glittering epau- 
lets were as necessary to him as plum- 
age to the eagle. Murat was a good 
target for the enemy, but the French 
gave way before him In homage. If 
they hated splendor In kings, they par- 
doned It, even admired It, In.a man 
who could fight, just as though nothing 
was too good for the soldier of lion 
heart. More than once In battle 
rat's Imposing figure was an' clement of 
strength. In the march on Moscow he 
led the van and one day found himself, 
with only n handful of the guard, sur- 
rounded by flying squadrons of Cos- 
sacks, who didn't attack, but annoyed 
the march by swooping down on the 
column and compelling It to halt and 
deploy for a battle which they did not 
accept. Finally Murat rode out alone 
and galloped up to one of the squad' 
rons. The wild men of the-, steppes 
were at first astounded and then daz- 
zled by this boldness. Halting In front 
of them, he waved his hand conteraptu 
ously and In a tone of command cried, 
"Clear the road, you reptiles!" They 
obeyed, and Murat looked calmly on, 
waiting for his astonished guards to 
come up. 


Generalship Is not to be expected In 


the dashing leader, but Napoleon fixed 
Murat's place in military annals by 
that one Immortal phrase, "the best 
cavalry officer In the world." 
What 


commander would not at any time 
give bis own .right arm to secure a 
matchless leader of squadrons? In the 
campaign of Austerlltr Murat operat- 
ed the cavalry corps on his own hook, 
like Sheridan under Grant. Before the 
great battle he won ten signal victories 
and captured more of the enemy than 
he numbered sabers In his command. 


In a crisis Napoleon would give Mu- 


rat 10,000 to 20,000 cavalry and turn 
him loose upon the foe. 
Idolized by 


his men, he never lacked followers In 
the hottest adventures. At Ellau he 
rode straight upon the muskets of tho 
Russians who were thinning his ranks 
with an awful lire. The guards charg- 
ed after, and with 'his bridle in his 
teeth Murat shot and sabered right and,

¥eft, using sword and pistol,'and the 
Russians broke In terror -before this 
thunderbolt of war. 


In his closing years as king of Na- 


ples Murat was the royal soul that he 
had set himself up to be. In a quarrel 
with Napoleon he was asked to hand 
over his scepter, but he only answered 
the messenger, who was also a marshal 
of the' empire, "Tell your master to 
come and take It." He afterward 
fought again for Napoleon, he fought 
for his own little realm, nnd he fought 
like a hero for bis own life when 
pressed to the wall. At last he show- 
ed that Charles I of England was not 
the only monarch who could "at least 
die like n gentleman." 
Led to execu- 


tion, ho wrote a noble farewell to "My 
dear Caroline," commencing. "In a few 
moments I shall have ceased to live." 
To the soldiers who shot him to death 
he said: "Save my face. 
Aim at my 


Uenrt." Being offered a choir and a 
bandage for his eyes, ho nald: "No. 1 
have faced death long and often enough 
«o be able to meet It with my eyes open 
and standing." How ninny born kings 
have done better In life or died better 
than the ex-stable boy Joachim Mu- 
rat?

The frost scare of the past 
week 


kept the farmers on the Jump getting 
In what tobacco was still left stand- 
ing In the fields In many cases the 
tobacco was not nearly ready to cut 
and what It wltl do when hanging 
In tho shed remains to be seen. Many 
dealers claim It might just as well be 
caught by the frost as put In the shed 
green. 
It Is rarely that a tobacco 


crop comes up under more discourag- 
ing conditions than the one that the 
farmers have Just finished harvesting. 
No beason of late years anywhere ap- 
proaches It and It will go into history 
as the most unfavorable one on rec- 
ord. 


The buying of the new crop Is still 


going on In Vernon county where the 
American Cigar company are credited 
with contracting for a few hundred 
acres during the week at prices rang- 
ing from 12 1-2 cents down. We can 


learn of no buying of the new'In an 
of the lower growing districts thoug: 
buyers are riding In a few localities 


Experiments have been made wit 


tobacco growing In several township 
In St. Crolx county the past season 
An enterprising resident of that coun 
ty obtained seed In the spring which 
he placed in the hands of every farm 
or In the township. 
The reports 


that have so far been made show 
that the crop can be as successfully 
cultivated In that county as anywhere 
In the state. 


The frosts so far have Injured othe 


vegetation vastly more than the to- 
bacco standing In the fields. When 
corn and tobacco were standing side 
by side In the fields, the former show* 
the effects of the freeze while thi 
tobacco plants are almost free from 
any blemish from the cold. 
It seem 


like a safe proposition to lay down 
that any >reeze hard enough to mar] 
tobacco is sure to ruin the corn crop

Helen, his mother, the original legatee 
being dead. On the death of Mrs. Mc- 
Klnley, the property remaining is ti 
be divided equally amouR the brothe; 
and sisters of Mr. MeKlnley. George 
B. Cortelyou and William R. Day will 
act as executors, Mrs. McKinley hav- 
ing declined to take part In the ad- 
ministration of the estate. Secretary 
Cortelyou arrived here to assist Mrs 
McKinley in disposing of matters con- 
nected with the late President's es 
tate. 


After meeting Mrs. McKinley ' the 


question of filing the will was taken 
up. The task of reading It to the wi- 
dow was undertaken by the -secretary. 
Mrs. McKinley is- resting well. Ail le- 
gal formalities, for her to subscribe to 
were disposed of.
